The ra:* wfi *h answer for 
arms and b *k *i pcrpscdicn r and 
rectangular, and could r t neither the 
arms nor the I ck of the c att re 3 I sultan. 
Uneasy the man that si ’ #*ie ’ drone rnus1 
be the Turkish equivalent of the proverb 
concerning the we-rer of the crown. In 
the corner of the rt un 
another ti "one, 
said to be the throne of Nadir Shah, cl 
Persia. It is of some dt*rk wot 1, delicately 
inlaid with ivory end pearl, and has a 
canopy of the same ma* .rial" 
from the 
center of which hangs a great gold ball 
decorated with precious stones. 
Intone of the cabinets is the cradle of 
the imperial babies. It stands low on its 
rockers, like the cradles now in Turkey. 
The two ends rise a foot above the mal- 
trass, and are connected at the top by a 
bar which runs lengthwise of the cradle. 
The whole is solid gold and the outside of 
the cradle is crusted with pearls,diamonds, 
rubies, aud turquoises. In oDe of the gal 
lenefl are the effigies of the sultans of Tur­ 
key—down to M&bmoud the Reformer. 
The figures are dressed iu what profess to 
be the tit ate robes actually worn by the 
sultans which they represent. 
Tnt* Cos 
tunics are all deferent, and ti.lier very 
much in cut, indicating the cha: gee oi 
fashion the last five bunked years. Bul 
all these dresses agree in the feature of 
richness. Cloth of g lid an I siik br cide 
are the materials, and many ot the figures 
are weighed down with jewels. 
The dag­ 
ger of sultan Mahomet l l , the conquerer 
of Constantinople, has in lls handle* un 
emerald iud two inches long and an inch 
thick. I use the adjective ’’thick ’ advise - 
Jy, for the solidity of splendor is the im - 
prcssion left on the mind by that emerald. 
All of 
these 
gcDtlemtn 
wore 
large 
lur bans, 
and 
bedecked their turbms 
with d anion ie. The ouly exceptions are 
seen in the case oi the boy bullan O.-ai *d 
II., who was killed by his j miseries btlore 
he had attained man’s estate, aud in the 
case cl bullan Mahmoud the Reformer, 
who alone of all his kinsmen appears in 
Europtau broadcloth. 
His head-dress is

Was It Genuine? 
From the New York Times. 
A good many people think that It is 
impossible to counterfeit a signature so 
skillfully mat the forgery cannot be de­ 
tected by experts. 
This question 
has 
never been put to a more thorough test 
than in a case tried a few years ago In 
Massachusetts. 
An unmarried old lady 
died, leaving property worth more than 
$2,000,000, which she had disposed of by 
will among various relatives, other per­ 
sons, and institutions 
After her death 
and the admixtion ot the deed to probate, 
net* niece came forward with a document 
Dearing the signature of the aunt. 
The 
legal effect of mis document, if genuine, 
would have been to give to the niece the 
whole of the vast property left by the 
aunt. The controversy W I* carried into 
court, and in it appear I at jut a dozen of ^ 
the most distinguished lawyers of the New 
England bar. On one side it was claimed 
mat the signature wi s forgery; on the 
other that it was genuine.
